PSL MUST BE ROUND) 
THE CLOCK AFFAIR | 


The first real emergency — 
Sydney’s weekend downpour — 
caused confusion in last week’s 
round of PSL matches. 


Canberra City, for reasons not yet explained, failed to 
turn up for their Sunday match despite the ground, Barton 
Park, having been officially inspected by the referee and 
then declared playable. 

It's a pity that PSL manager John Frank was in Melbourne and 
out of touch with the two clubs concerned, St George and 
Canberra, until after the one-sided, premature cancellation. 

However, the onus was on Canberra to make the journey — 
as Fitzroy did from: much further — rather than take the decision in 
their own hands. ; 

But the weekend's events have also shown that the PSL is far 
too, sophisticated and important an organisation to depend 
entirely on the physical presence of its manager. s 

Whenever he must travel interstate from his home city, there 
should be a deputy on deck authorised to make instant decisions 
without spending hundreds of dollars on interstate telephone 
calls. 

The PSL must be a round-the-clock affair — especially on the 
weekends when the matches are played. 

To !eave matters of postponement to rival club officials is 
inviting trouble; whenever “club interests’ emerge, they will be 
temptec to force a postponement in bad weather even if that’s not 
warranted. 

Matches should NOT be cancelled the day before; teams 
should travel to meet their schedules regardless’ of weather, as 
Fitzroy did. 

Then, if the referee — sole arbiter in the case — declares that 
the macsh cannot be played, they can turn around and fly home. 
This is the practise all over the world in professional soccer. 

Sure, some flight tickets will be wasted occasionally but isn’t 
it still preferable to calling games off prematurely and giving the 
soccer public the impression of indecision, confusion and 
amateurishness? 

Soccer is played all over the world in bad weather, even 
snow: ar2 we to believe that we are an exception again? 

Anc while on the subject organisation, the PSL should 
seriously think about one of the greatest paradoxes of the game. 

The head office is in Sydney, which supplies five of the 14 
teams, yet in the absence of manager John Frank, there isn't one 
senior PSL executive on hand to make decisions. 

Two are in Melbourne, one in Adelaide — not through some 
grand design or clever planning but because of soccer’s 
traditional Machiavellian scheming. E 

lf the PSL clubs regard jockeying for executive positions 
more important than a commonsense approach to basic 


organisational problems then it merely proves that in the 
fundamentals of our attitudes we have progressed very little since 
the League’s inception. :

Small places like Innsbruck in Austria, Tatabanya of Hungary, 
Nancy in France, Nottingham in England, Eindhoven in Holland 
and many others — with populations ranging from 60,000 to 
200,000 — regularly outdraw teams from Vienna, Budapest, Paris, 
London and Amsterdam. 

It's not rare in Europe for a small city with a population of 
80,000 to have a soccer crowd of 20,000. 

If Canberra’s healthy attendances outstrip those of Sydney — 
and this they clearly do, even without tricky arithmetics — the 
reasons are obvious.
